RURAL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL  OP  AYLESBURY 


MR.  CHAIRMAN , LADIES  AND  GENTLEMEN , 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on 
the  health  and  vital  statistics  of  the  Aylesbury  Rural  District 
for  the  year  1951>  as  required  by  the  Ministry  of  Health 
Circular  42/51.  Incorporated  with  the  report  is  that  of  the 
Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  on  the  sanitary  circumstances  and 
work  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  throughout  the  area# 

The  total  number  of  infectious  diseases  notified 
was  greater  than  in  the  previous  year,  largely  due  the  the 
increased  incidence  of  measles  and  whooping  cough.  I would 
stress  the  importance  of  early  innoculation  of  children  against 
this  latter  serious  infection  of  infants. 

There  was  no  case  of  typhoid,  paratyphoid  or  diphtheria 
notified  in  the  district.  Two  children  were  notified  as  suffering 
from  anterior  poliomyelitis  and  were  treated  at  the  Aylesbury 
Isolation  Hospital.  Both  recovered,  one  with  a residual 
paralysis,  the  other  without  complications* 

The  scarlet  fever  cases  were  of  a mild  type,  eleven 
were  admitted  to  hospital  as  necessitated  by  domestic  conditions 
or  residence  in  a boarding  school,  to  ensure  isolation. 

Six  cases  of  dysentery  were  discovered  in  one  family 
and  treated  in  hospital;  all  recovered  and  declared  free  from 
infection  before  discharge.  The  cause  of  infection  was  not 
discovered.  The  remaining  cases  were  notified  from  the  St.  John’s 
Mental  Hospital  * There  was  no  notification,  of  .food  -jani  soring 
received  throughout  the  year. 

It  was  not  deemed  necessary  to  remove  any  case  to 
hospital  during  the  year  under  Section  47  of  the  National 
Assistance  Act,  1948. 
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The  increasing  number  of  houses  as  indicated  by 
the  population  figure  and  the  consequent  extension  of  water 
mains  throughout  the  district  emphasise  the  need  for  modern 
water  carriage  sewerage  facilities,  particularly  in  the  larger 

parishes. 

I thank  you  Mr.  Chairman  and  all  Members  of  the 
Council  for  your  help,  co-operation  and  guidance  on  problems 
affecting  particular  areas. 

Your  officials  have  been  ever  willing  to  assist,  and 
I thank:  them  and  the  members  of  the  Public  Health  Department 
for  their  work  throughout  the  year.

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 


Hospitals 

Hospital  accommodation  for  the  District  is  provided 
by  the  Royal  Bucks  and  Tindal  General  Hospitals,  Infectious 
disease  cases  are  admitted  to  the  Aylesbury  Isolation  Hospital, 

These  three  hospitals  are  administered  by  the  Aylesbury 
and  District  Hospital  Management  Committee. 

Cases  are  admitted  to  the  Stoke  Hand evil le  Hospital 
or  the  Radcliffe  Infirmary,  Oxford,  if  bed  spa.ce  is  unavailable. 
Similarly,  infectious  disease  cases  are  admitted  to  infectious 
disease  hospitals  within  the  Oxford  region  when  there  is  no 
accommodation  locally. 

Pathological  Specimens 

The  majority  of  specimens  for  examination  are  submitted 
to  the  Pathology  Laboratory,  Stoke  Mandeville  Hospital.  The 
services  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratories  at  Luton  and  Oxford 
are  utilised  whenever  necessary. 

Ambulance  Services 

The  ambulance  services  in  the  area  are  the  responsibility 
of  the  Bucks  County  Council,  Five  ambulances  are  stationed  in 
the  Borough  of  Aylesbury  for  the  use  of  the  town  and  surrounding 
district.  Included  in  this  number  is  a sitting-case  ambulance 
and  a vehicle  garaged  at  the  Isolation  Hospital  for  transporting 
infectious  disease  cases. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 

This  service  is  controlled  by  the  Bucks  County  Council. 
Infant  Welfare  Clinics  are  held  at  Aylesbury,  Brill,  Long  Crendon, 
Waddesdon,  Quaint on,  Cuddington,  Haddenham,  Wendover,  Whitchurch 
and  Worminghall, 

Diphtheria  and  Whooping  C ough  Immunisat ion 

The  Bucks  County  Council,  being  tho  Lor*al  Health 
Authority  as  defined  by  the  National  Health  Service 
administer  this  service. 

Treatment  of  Venereal  Disease 

A venereal  disease  clinic  is  held  regularly  at  the 
Royal  Bucks  Hospital,  Aylesbury,  where  free  treatment  is  given. 

This  clinic  is  administered  by  the  Aylasbury  and  District  Hospital

MR.  CHAIRMAN,  LADIES  AND  GENTLEMEN, 

I have  the  honour  to  report  on  the  work  of  the  Inspectors3 
branch  of  the  Department  for  the  year  1951,  and  again  wish  to 
record  my  appreciation  of  the  work  of  the  staff  throughout  the 
year. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

As  a supply  of  water  is  available  throughout  all  Parishes 
from  the  Bucks  Water  Board's  mains,  continued  efforts  were  made 
to  ensure  that  premises  without  satisfactory  supplies  were  con- 
nected to  these  mains. 

WELLWI CK , We  nd  ov  er 

A scheme  for  extending  the  main  to  this  isolated  group  of 
houses  was  completed,  and  the  supply  was  thus  made  available  to 
Wellwick  House  and  five  cottages. 

SEWERAGE  SCHEMES 
Stoke  Mandeville 

This  scheme  was  completed,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  the 
drainage  systems  of  175  houses  in  the  Parish  had  been  connected 
to  the  new  sewers. 

Stone 

Continued  attention  was  given  to  the  work  of  connecting 
house  drains  to  the  new  sewers  and  at  the  year  end  71  properties 
were  thus  provided  with  main  drainage.  In  all  instances  W.C. 
accommodation  was  provided. 

Upper  Winchendon 

A,  report  was  prepared  on  the  existing  drainage  arrangements 
for  the  houses  in  this  Parish,  and  proposals  for  a sewerage  scheme, 
with  detail  drawings  of  the  sewers  and  disposal  works,  were  sub- 
mitted for  the  consideration  and  approval  of  the  Council. 
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Ashendon  and  Fleet  Marston 

Detail  drawings  were  prepared  for  Disposal  Plants  for 
Council  houses  at  Fleet  Marston  and  Ashendon. 

Quaint on  and  Worming ha 11 

Evidence  was  prepared  and  given  at  the  Ministry  Inquiries 
held  to  consider  the  schemes  for  the  two  Parishes  named, 

Waddesdon 

In  addition  to  the  normal  maintenance  work,  the  ditch  at 
the  side  of  the  approach  road  to  the  works,  running  parallel 
with  the  main  effluent  sewer,  was  piped  in  with  24”  concrete 
tubes  for  a distance  of  20  yards. 


An  interesting  day  tour  was  arranged  on  September  3rd, 
during  which  visits  were  made  to  a number  of  the  Council’s 
sewage  pumping  stations  and  disposal  works,  also  to  plants  at 
small  groups  of  Council  houses# 

This  provided  an  opportunity  for  members  of  the  staff  to 
explain  to  the  Members  of  the  Council  who  were  able  to  be 
present  the  operation  of  the  several  works  which  it  was  possible 
to  visit  in  the  time  available. 


HOUSING  REPAIRS 

The  work  of  repair  for  the  satisfactory  maintenance  of 
property  is  generally  uneconomic,  particularly  so  in  relation 
to  houses  let  at  low  rentals. 

Whilst  a minimum  amount  of  repair  work  may  meet  an  urgent 
need,  general  disrepair  left  unattended  can  only  result  in  more 
serious  future  problems. 

In  numerous  instances  cottage  type  properties  have  been 
acquired  to  provide  living  accommodation  for  the  new  owners, 
who  have  undertaken  reconditioning  and  improvement  at  a greater 
expense  than  would  have  been  reasonable  if  such  properties  had 
remained  as  rented  premises. 
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PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


It  is  possible  to  record  a marked  improvement  in  the 
arrangements  for  the  collection  of  house  refuse.  The  plans 
for  a revised  scheme  referred  to  in  the  Annual  Report  of  1950 
were  fully  implemented  during  the  early  months  of  the  year* 

Three  Dennis  Paxit  compressor  type  vehicles  were  put  into 
commission  during  April  and  May,  replacing  three  ten  cubic  yard 
side-loading  vehicles  which  were  subsequently  disposed  of  at 
satisfactory  prices* 

With  the  exception  of  premises  in  outlying,  sparsely 
populated  parts  of  the  district,  a weekly  collection  was 
arranged,  the  number  of  bins  emptied  being  shown  in  the  summary 
relating  to  cleansing  work. 

The  Paxit  vehicles  have  a large  load  capacity,  and  in  addition 
the  hydraulic  mechanism  packs  and  compresses  the  refuse  during 
loading  operations.  This  reduces  the  number  of  '{journeys  to  the 
disposal  site  compared  with  the  side-loader  type  Vehicles  which 
they  replaced*  \ 

% 

The  extended  and  more  frequent  schedules  of  wo'rk  undertaken 
with  these  new  machines  is  equivalent  to  the  use  of  'six  side- 
loader  vehicles;  the  saving  in  labour  and  general  running 
expenses  is  therefore  quite  appreciable*  The  vehicles  are  cleaner 
in  use  and  more  easily  loaded.  These  factors,  which  are  appreci- 
ated by  the  workmen,  may  have  contributed  to  the  more  satisfactory 
labour  position  during  the  year. 

Two  sites  are  in  use  for  disposal  of  house  refuse  by 
'’Controlled  Tip"  methods, 

CESSPOOL  AND  PAIL-EMPTYING  SERVICE 

Pour  of  the  five  cesspool  emptier©  have  continued  to  give 
satisfactory  service,  but  difficulties  have  been  exporienoed  with 
the  oldest  machine,  which  is  less  efficient  and.  will  need  re- 
placing in  the  near  future. 

As  the  need  for  the  service  of  a machine  diminished  in  the 
Parishes  of  Stone  and  Stoke  Mandeville  with  the  progress  of  the 
connection  of  properties  to  the  new  sewers,  the  service  was 
extended  to  other  Parishes, 
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Four  of  the  machines  are  provided  with  pail-emptying 
attachment,  and  a weekly  service  is  in  operation.  As  workmen 
who  are  willing  to  undertake  this  branch  of  the  work  become 
available  the  service  will  be  extended  when  possible,  until  all 
Parishes  where  the  conservancy  system  exists  will  be  provided 

for. 

SALVAGE  1 

Waste  paper  brought  in  by  the  refuse  collecting  vehicles 
and  the  Foreman’s  van  amounted  to  51/2  tons,  the  income  from  sales 
during  the  year  oeing  £/673»  13 • Ho. 

The  foreman  commenced  duties  in  January,,  and  his  super- 
vision of  the  scheduled  work  and  vehicle  maintenance  has  no  doubt 
been  of  great  assistance. 

Continued  efforts  are  being  made  to  ensure  a complete  and 
efficient  Cleansing  Service  throughout  the  district,  and  it  is 
considered  that  the  work  carried  out  during  the  year  has  con- 
tributed in  no  small  measure  towards  the  desired  hygienic 
environmental  conditions* 

EDUCATIONAL 

As  in  the  previous  year,  three  students  from  Nigeria,  study! 
local  Government  Administration,  were  with  the  department  for  a 
period.  All  branches  of  the  work  were  explained  and  visits  •• 
arranged  to  constructional  work  in  progress,  and  sewage  disposal 

works.
